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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: Figures 1 and 5 are drawn to a hearing system that senses a behavior of an 
acoustical impedance to an acoustical input for controlling a change in operating status 
of the system. 

Species II: Figures 2 and 5 are drawn to a hearing system with an acoustical signal 
source 20 that emits an acoustical signal at a desired frequency, and the system senses 
a change in acoustical impedance of the emitted signal for controlling a change in 
operating status of the system. 

Species III: Figures 3 and 5 are drawn to a hearing system with an oscillator 22a that 
injects a signal at a desired frequency into the signal path of the hearing system driving 
an acoustic output converter 7a, and the system relies on monitoring a feedback loop 
sensing a change in the acoustical impedance of the injected signal for controlling a 
change in operating status of the system. 

Species IV: Figures 4 and 5 are drawn to a hearing system where a feedback loop is 
monitored for a change in stability, the change in stability controlling a change in 
operating status of the system. 
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2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no generic claims.
